ST. LOUIS, July 7.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.}| W. R. Hearst's high tide in 
the convention will show not more than 
180 votes, and probably the desertions 
between now and the voting will lower 
these figures.

Until the caravan of Hearst boomers

He prepared and furnished to 
the press a speech of great length. 
The hour was so late when he gained 
the platform, however, that he spoke 
about three hundred words, and left 
bis audience to rend the remainder. 
OVATION TO BRYAN. 

The ovation given to Bryan was one 
af the greatest ever witnessed at any 
of the notable events fot which the 
immense coliseum is famed. mwas 
begun before the afternoon bessdon of 
the convention was called te order and 
lasted for 12 mluntes with so much fu. 
rore that Temporary Chairman Wil- 
liams and all of his assistanta, includ- 
ing a hundred policemen, were unable 
to restore order. Quiet came from the

Thousands of throats cheered Bryan 
as lustily as they did when he was 
chosen four years ago as the Demo- 
cratic candidate for President. The 
great tumult to the uninitiated 
would have been proof that the Ne- 
brastkan, more than ever, was the hero 
of his party. And yet. when the ban- 
ner bearing the Inscription “Georgia's 
Parker Delegation” was taken to the 
platform and held aloft, where all 
could see it, the .applause was di- 
rected that way.

Unique Journey. 


Jerome Scott, a white-haired globe 
trotter, just from the seat of war in 
Korea, is a guest at the house of his 
relative, Dr. L. M. Powers, of No. 
1940 Lovelace avenue. 

Mr. Scott, world-wise with the ac- 
cumulated experience of an observant 
lifetime, says Russia holds a long suit 
of trumps in the mighty game of war 
as at present played between the 
Czar and Mikado, and that Russia 
has far more justice on her side than 
the average man or woman realizes. 

Said Mr. Scott last evening: 
lieve that the Japanese-Russian, war 
whi terminate just as did the Boer 
war. You will semember the sensa- 
tional victories that Oom Paul's p 
ple gained during the first months of 
that memorable conflict, and how they 
were finally worn down to failure 
through the bulldog tenacity of Eng- 
land, backed by her mighty resources. 

I asked a Russian officer how long 
he believed the’ war would last. “That 
depends on the enemy. he repi?a 
calmly. They can have it last just 
as long as they will—one, two, three, 
five, ten or twenty years.” I take 
this as an indication of the Russian 
‘attitude and the Russian tempera- 
ment.. They will do nothing suddenly, 
nothing rashiy. If they are beaten at 
one point, they will fall back to an- 
other, but they will never retire ut- 
terly. 

“It will amount, in the end, merely 
to a cold figuring of resources. The 
wiry little soldiers that compose the 
Japanese army, 


every one, cannot fight withoul food, 
clo.hing and the modern munitions of 
war. At the beginning of the struggle 
Japan had to guarantee her customs 
duties before she could negotiate a 
loan in the world’s markets—an un- 
heard-of thing for a nation of stand- 
ing and credit. 
RUSSIA'S RIGHT. 

“I think that Russia has some jus- 
tice In this matter. We will grant, for 
argument’s sake, that she is cold and 
sordid, that her diplomats have taken 
the highest degrees in skillful lying, 
and that she never had the slightest 
intention of Manchurian evacuation. 
Russian cupidity and double dealing 
does not des pow the fundamental prin-

“News? You can't get news over 
there. You have to read translations 
of it in the papers, and depend entirely 
upon the foreign war cvorrespondents 
for accuracy. They have a way of 
beating the censorship that others 
haven't found out yet. In Tokio, in 
Nagasaki and in other cities, people are 
simply wondering. One of my home 
pa pers—in Pennsylvania—wishedi me 
to act as correspondent; the idea of 
my ‘news’ makes me laugh every time 
I think of their offer.”

Mr. Scott is just completing a world- 
trip that is unique in its record of am- 
bition and accomplishment.

SAKAI DRANK GAK! 
GOES TO STATE PRISON. 

George B. Sakai ts the Jap who gave 
an tlegal twist to his capacity for 
financial operations and got into 
trouble. The cause of it all was that 
Sakai had a champagne appetite and 
a beer pocketbook, and, in order to 
permit his sipping saki and connubi- 
ating with blue-eyed American houris, 
he had to raise money somehow. And 
he did it. 

The particular charge against the 
Jap was that he obtained fifty sacks 
of rice from Frank Hildebrandt, presi- 
dent and manager of the Louisiana 
Rice Company, as broker, the under- 
standing being that it was for a client 
who would pay in the usual order. 
rice Sakai deposited with the Central 
Warehouse and got advances of $3 per 
sack on the warehouse receipt, This 
money was taken to pay off other 
creditors who had made advances in 
the same way as had Hildebrandt. 
When the game of taking from Peter 
to pay Paul was run into the ground 
Sakai made absolute failure in pay- 
ments and was arrest 

But the Jap was repentant. He was 
long on repentance, though short on 
current coin. He did the best he could 
and aided the District Attorney all he 
could in straightening out the various 
operations in which be dad been en- 
gaged. Then he said he would plead 
guilty and face the music. He was be- 
fore Judge Trask yesterday to keep 
his word in this regard.

SAYS BROWN TO WHITE. 

ol Expert White's criticism of 
Street Superintendent Brown has 
brought the latter gentieman to his 
feet with a denial of any effort on his 
part to delay the work of street im- 
provement or in any way increase the 
cost of making thoroughfares. 
Mr. Brown states: “The street depart- 
ment scraped, watered, swept by broom 
and hauled the loose dirt away from 
Lincoln avenue before Mr. White came 
to Pasadena to begin work. He 
brought with him all the machinery he 
needed—machinery of his own inven- 
tion. I instructed Frank Turner to 
supply him with all the horses that 
he needed and at the time he needed 
them. I arranged at a blacksmith shop 
that Mr. White might go there at any 
time for all needed repair work on 
tools. M White went with Contractor 
Lacy and selected the oil to be used. 
There were absolutely and are not now 
any strings on Mr.-White in so far as 
the street department is concerned. 
Personally I objected to the oil that 
was used on the street. When Mr. 
White came here he put what he calls 
a ‘searifier on Lincoln avenue and 
loosened the surface of the street. 

“Tt is not fair to say that I took 
oll or anything else when Mr. White 
needed it. On one occasion there was 
some oil standing on the track when 
Mr. White was not drawing it. and 
Mayor Vedder told me to use it else- 
where

We cannot make 
permanent streets when the gas and 
water companies are ripping them up 
every day to make house connections. 
This city is growing too fast to put 
down streets just to have them rip 
open. This department issued 

permits last year for this purpose. 

Asked KFH the authorities should wait 
the stops growing before 
laying permanent streets, Mr. Brown 
said that Orange Grove avenue, East 
Colorado street, North Fair Oaks and 
Marengo avenues look to him like per- 
manent thoroughfares, which may have 
answered the question. 

AT THE LIBRARY. 

The June circulation of the Pasadena 
Public Library was 14,558 volumes, of 
which 9158 were for home use, an in- 
crease of 1179 over the corresponding 
month of last year. The May circu- 
lation of the present year was 364 less 
than the June circulation. Books of 
fiction for the past month were 4470 
circulated; juvenile books, 1887; general 
literature, 2788. The total membership 
registration to June 1 was 14,961. New 
members, 117; total, June 30, 156,078. 

The library trustees have authorized 

purchase of new beoks to the 
amount of $100, and a number of rare 
books on the early history of Calitor- 
nia will be purchased. An effort is be- 
ing made to collect as many valuable 
books on California history of an early 
day as possible, the time being not far 
distant when it will be impossible to 
procure these old records. .

PECULIAR RESULT OF FOURTH 
OF JULY ACCIDENT.
